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Boyne City opts out of allowing marijuana

BOYNE CITY - After 
weeks of consideration, offi- 
cials in Boyne City have fi- 
nally fallen in line with 
most every other commu- 
nity in Charlevoix County 
and voted to “opt-out” of al- 
lowing recreational mari- 
juana-related businesses to 
open and operate within the 
city limits. 

The Boyne City Commis- 
sion last week voted 4-1 in 
favor of an ordinance to pro- 
hibit recreational mari- 
juana businesses from 
opening in the city, at least 
until state law regulating 
marijuana usage becomes 
clearer.

Seems like 
alot of 
snow, but 
nowhere 
near record

CHARLEVOIX COUNTY - 
While it certainly looks and 
feels like the snowfall totals 
in Charlevoix County so far 
this season surely have set 
some sort of record, the 
truth is those totals are actu- 
ally a bit lower than the nor- 
mal expected seasonal totals 
by this time of year. 

Meteorologist Jeff Lutz, a 
general forecaster with the 
National Weather Service in 
Gaylord, said most all com- 
munities in Charlevoix 
County have seen lower 
snowfall totals so far this 
season than expected by this 
date. As of February 18, the 
city of Charlevoix has al- 
ready seen 74.9 inches of 
snow this season whereas 
the normal amount the city 
usually sees by February 19 
is 91.1 inches. Record snow- 
fall in Charlevoix stands at 
172.5 inches, which occurred 
during the 1996-97 winter

Tips for increasing winter activity 


It is cold out, but that 
doesn’t mean we can de- 
crease the amount of exer- 
cise we need to stay healthy. 
Michigan State University 
Extension suggests follow- 
ing USDA guidelines when 
starting a physical activity 
program. Winter presents 
challenges with cold 
weather and snow in abun- 
dance. What can we do to 
keep up an exercise pro- 
gram? 

If you are an outdoor per- 
son, there are many winter 
sports that can be added to 
your activity program. 
Snow provides an exercise 
program even if you are re- 
moving it. There is also 
downhill and cross country 
skiing. These are a couple 
of very active sports ,but 
there are many more. If you 
walk in the summer most 
of the time you can walk in 
the winter. It may take a bit 


more effort to dress for the 
weather, but it can be done 
without extra cost. Encour- 
age your family to exercise 
with you, like building a 
snowman, ice skating or 
sledding as a fun activity. 
Winter is not a time to 
stay sedentary. It may be 
harder to be active outside, 
but it is still important to 
stay active in some way. It is 
not always about burning 
calories, but physical activ- 
ity, or exercise of some sort, 
keeps your joints moving, 
increases oxygen flow and 
gives you more energy. 
Here are some ideas for 
indoor exercise just to stay 
moving in the winter: ride a 
stationary bike, zoomba, 
dance, walking in place or 
use a walking video. If 
you're watching TV, exer- 
cise during commercials, 
they are four minutes each. 
House hold work can also 


count vacuuming, stand 
when folding clothes and 
mopping the floor. What- 
ever your activity may be, 
stay on track and set goals 
to increase activity. 

You can also check with 
your doctor to make sure 
you are able to add heavy 
lifting or breathing in cold 
air when outside in the win- 
ter. Becoming physically ac- 
tive is good for you, but 
make sure your body can 
handle the extra strain that 
outdoor winter activity can 
create.

fuzzy it would be a nearly 
impossible for city officials 
to craft a truly comprehen- 
sive and effective ordinance 
governing such businesses.

season. 

Boyne Falls so far has 
weathered 88 inches of 
snow this season, with an 
average 92.5 inches usually 
having fallen there by this 
date. A record-setting 181.8 
inches of snow was 
recorded in Boyne Falls 
during the 1970-71 winter 
season. 

East Jordan so far has 
had 110 inches of snowfall. 
That is only 10 inches off 
the highest on record since 
2014 as of February 19th. 

But there's a polarizing 
difference in neighboring 
Emmet County, where 
snowfall so far this season 
is fast accumulating toward 
record-breaking numbers. 
Lutz said the amount of 
snow that has already fallen 
this winter in Petoskey, for 
example, has already hit 
121.1 inches, an amount 
recorded at the city's North 
Central Michigan College. 
The expected average in 
Petoskey by this date is 
101.3 inches with its sea- 
sonal average being 122.8 
inches. The city had 
recorded 98.5 inches of 
snow by this date last year.

juana is here to stay. It can 
no more become illegal 
again than alcohol could 
have after Prohibition. So 
how do we accept and deal 
with that reality?” 

Page added, “I believe too 
much time is being spent on 
what has already been de- 
cided and I think our time 
can be better spent prepar- 
ing for what will be, not 
what is now. There are far 
more pressing problems 
than marijuana. I would 
place alcohol and opioids at 
the top of the scale of po- 
tentially harmful drugs and 
marijuana near the bottom. 
Once retail marijuana be- 
comes a reality, it is almost 
certain that it will appear 
as close to town as it can get 
and we cannot regulate or 
tax it unless we allow it 
within the city limits.” 


fall hit 207.8 inches during 
the 2013-14 winter season, 
an amount recorded at the 
city's wastewater treatment 
plant. However, the amount 
registered during that same 
season at the college stood 
markedly lower at 184.8 
inches. 

Having such widely var- 
ied snowfall amounts 
recorded within a short dis- 
tance is not an unusual oc- 
currence in northern 
Michigan, Lutz noted, 
adding that all the amounts 
will undoubtedly be added 
onto in coming weeks-and 
even months-and that 
Petoskey may actually set 
another snowfall record 
this season. 

It's not unusual for snow 
to fall in this area even into 
May, he added, or blizzards 
to occur in mid-April, like 
last year's storm that 
dropped some 15 inches or 
more on the area. 

“Anything is possible,” he 
said. 

National Weather Service 
forecasters are predicting 
up to 6” of snow could fall 
due to a system moving into 
the area Wednesday, Febru- 
ary 20-21 and another possi- 
ble storm bringing freezing 
rain and more snow this 
weekend, February 23-24.

U.S. MILITARY 


VETERAN 


OF THE MONTH 


The Veteran of the 
Month of February 2019 is 
William Perry. Born in Ire- 


land in 1831, he immigrated 


with his family to Philadel- 
phia, PA. He later married 
Eliza Hanna on October 1, 
1853. Around 1856, he and 
his wife and 4 children 
moved to Georgetown 
Township in Ottawa 
County Michigan. At the 
age of 29, on August 18, 
1862, Perry enlisted into 
Company B of the Michi- 
gan 5th Cavalry Regiment, 
under the command of 
Colonel Russell Alger. The 
5th Cavalry joined the Ist, 
6th, and 7th Michigan Cav- 
alry’s, to form the Michi- 
gan Brigade, which fell 
under the command of 
Brigadier General George 
A. Custer. The regiment 
served in the defenses of 
the Capitol until June of 
1863, then joined the Cav- 
alry Corp of the Army of 


the Potomac. The Michigan 


Brigade took part in nu- 
merous battles of which 
the biggest and most fa- 
mous being the Battle of 
Gettysburg from July 1 to 
July 3, 1863. 

On May 28 1864, being at- 


tached to Union Lt. General 
Ulysses S. Grants Overland 


Campaign, and under the 
command of Brig. General 
David Gregg, the Brigade 


Cavalry fought in the Battle 
of Hawa’s Shop, North East 


of Richmond, Virginia in 
Hanover County. This 
seven hour engagement 
would be one of the bloodi- 


est of the Civil War. During 
this battle, Perry suffered a 


gunshot wound to his left 
ankle. As immediate med- 
ical attention to those 
wounded would take time, 
it can be assumed that the

length of time he had to 
wait before he had medical 
attention that his wound 
became badly infected. Al- 
though Perry was eventu- 
ally transported to the 
Judiciary Square Hospital 
in Washington D.C. on June 
4, 1864, he succumbed to his 
wound on June 15, 1864 at 
the age of 33 years. He was 
buried in Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery in Wash- 
ington D.C. His wife Eliza 
was notified of his death on 
June 21, 1864. On June 15, 
1864, William Perry an- 
swered the final call and is 
being honored by his Great 
Grandson John Hess, of 
Charlevoix, Michigan.

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Health Department awards grant 
for Rambler Wellness Center 


This week the U.S. De- 
partment of Health and 
Human Services Health Re- 
sources and Services Ad- 
ministration (HRSA) 
awarded nearly $98,000 in 
funding to the Health De- 
partment of Northwest 
Michigan in partnership 
with Boyne City Public 
Schools for renovations to 
the Boyne City Rambler 
Wellness School-Based 
Health Center. The $97,870 
HRSA grant will be used to 
improve existing school- 
based health center facili- 
ties through creating a 
dedicated health center 
space that supports inte- 
grated service delivery, in- 
creasing capacity for 
mental health services, 
substance abuse screening, 
and obesity related serv- 
ices. 

“This grant is an exciting 
opportunity to increase ac- 
cess to care for students in 
Boyne City Middle and Ele- 
mentary Schools. School- 
based health centers play a 
critical role in preventing, 


screening, and treating 
some of the most common 
behavioral health issues 
known to affect student 
performance, overall 
health, and personal safety, 
including depression, anxi- 
ety, social conflict, adverse 
childhood experiences and 
attention disorders,” said 
Natalie Kasiborski, Direc- 
tor of Community Health 
Services at the Health De- 
partment of Northwest 
Michigan. 

Currently, mental health 
services are provided in a 
different part of the school 
building than the physical 
health services. Integrating 
the physical space for serv- 
ice delivery will support 
fully integrated care, better 
enabling warm hand-offs 
and coordinated treatment 
plans. The larger, newly de- 
signed space will also sup- 
port the school health 
center’s effectiveness and 
efficiency by improving 
clinic flow and increasing 
the number of students 
seen monthly for primary 


care and mental health. 

“Having access to school- 
based health services im- 
proves student wellbeing 
and their ability and readi- 
ness to learn. Our new 
space will create a desig- 
nated health center where 
students can access physi- 
cal and behavioral health 
services at a central loca- 
tion,” said Pat Little, super- 
intendent of Boyne City 
Public Schools. 

The Rambler Wellness 
School Based Health Cen- 
ter serves children and 
adolescents from Kinder- 
garten through 8th grade, 
approximately ages 5-14 
years. The Rambler Well- 
ness Center goal is to sup- 
port student success by 
achieving the best possible 
physical, intellectual, and 
emotional health status by 
providing services that are 
high quality, accessible, 
and acceptable to youth. 
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March and April food 
assistance benefits 
Issuing early 


The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Health and Human 
Services (MDHHS) will 
issue March and April food 
assistance benefits early to 
reduce the gap between ben- 
efits payments that resulted 
from the partial federal gov- 
ernment shutdown. Food 
assistance recipients can ex- 
pect to receive next month’s 
benefits on March 3, 4 or 5. 
April benefits will be issued 
from April 3-12 and May 
payments will be issued as 
regularly scheduled 

MDHHS made changes to 
the schedule so that families 
do not have to go more than 
45 days without receiving 
food assistance. The depart- 
ment issued February bene- 
fits early beginning on Jan. 
17 at the direction of the fed- 
eral government, which said 
there were questions about 
whether the funds would be 
available to issue in Febru- 
ary because of the govern- 
ment shutdown that has 
since ended. 

In Michigan, food assis- 
tance benefits are usually is- 


sued to clients according to 
a numeric schedule over a 
21-day period throughout 
the month. About 1.2 million 
Michiganders receive food 
assistance through the fed- 
eral Supplemental Nutrition 
Assistance Program admin- 
istered by MDHHS. 

“MDHHS wants to make 
sure that families and indi- 
viduals can put food on their 
tables,” said Terrence 
Beurer, MDHHS deputy di- 
rector of Field Operations 
Administration. “We were 
concerned about families 
having to go 45 to 60 days or 
more without benefits as a 
result of the early issuance 
of February benefits. Grad- 
ually returning to the regu- 
lar schedule cushions the 
impact of the federal gov- 
ernment shutdown.” 

People who receive food 
assistance can check their 
benefits balance via the tele- 
phone number or website 
address on the back of their 
Bridge Card, or by accessing 
their account at www.michi- 
gan.gov/mibridges.
